We are informed that.a mission 
composed of ‘seven members of the 
House of Peers of Japan which is 
to investigate the present political 
situation in South China has arrived 
at Swatow, having first visited 
Formoga and Amoy, It is stated 
this mission will arrive at Hong- 
kong from Swatow on the 18th inst., 
und in the course of its investiga- 
“tions, the mission intends to include 
a visit to Canton. It will later go 
to Shanghai and. Hangchow “and 
thence back to Tokyo. 

- The mission. is composed’ of the 
following distinguished personages: 
Viscount ‘M. Hoshina, Viscount’ K. 
‘Mimuroto, Baren D, Obata, Baron 
Y. Seki, Mr. 8S, Tomura and Mr. K 
Oshiro, with Mr. J. Kobayashi, as 
Secretary. ; 

: MILITARY OPERATIONS. 

With regmd to the military 
operations being directed ‘from 

. - Swatow, the pressure that is being 
brought to bear on. the Fukien 

* authorities by ‘the Canton Anny, on 
the borderline, has resulted in 
Chang Ngai, the Garrison Comman- 
dant, at Cheung Chow, sending a 
representative to Swatow to inter- 
view Chang Kai-shek for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the latter’s con- 
sent to allow the remnants of Chan 
King-ming’s troops to be stationed 
in the Ting Chow and Lien Sing 
districts, It is reported that Chang 
Kai-shek -has rejected the proposal 


and ‘absolutely refused to tall off 


any negotiations other than those 
of respect for the integrity of the 
territory of Fukien. ‘Chang Kai- 
shek is said to have remarked that 
nothing short of unconditional 
surrender on the part of Chan King- 
ming will be ‘accepted by the 
Canten Government. 
It is reported that Chang Ching, 
_ Commandant of the Bocca Tigris 
Forts, because ‘of, his intimate 
geographical knoweldge of Fukien, 
‘has been ordered to proceed to 
Swatow in order to take part in 
the forthcoming operations in the 
@ Southern part of Fukien. Having 
handed over his command to Yeung 
“Fung-nien, he proceeds immediate- 
ly ag ordered, Furthermore, ordera 
have been sent, out to all command- 
ing officers in the East River sector 
* to suppress and’ disarm a. military 
units which style themselves the 
“Peoples? Army” and very strict 
orders have also been given to round 
- up all brigands and to destroy thelr 
strongholds in such 9 manner that 
they shall never: be able to use 
thom again,

COMING CONFERENCE. 


Word has been received here that 
Mr. Lau Tung-ping, who is re- 
presenting the commercis! unions 
of Canton in connection with. the 
re-opening of negotlations for 4 
settlement of the strike and boycott, 
is returning here this afternoon 
from Canton, in company with a 
number of | other delegates. 
Although officials atid Chinese 
residents in close touch with the 
proceedings are. not’ disposed to 
speak on the subject for, fear of 
complicating any part of the 
negotiations, it is believed that 
matters have gone far enough to 
permit ‘of a conference being held 
some time this week. It is suggest- 
ed that although the Canton dele- 
gation has not been given a political 
status, but that its efforts will be 
exerted in the direction of discpver- 
ing a basis for the commencement 
of pourparlers, the mission of the 
delegation has at least the sympathy 
of official Canton. 


From another source we learn 
that on his return to Canton during 
the week-end, Mr. Lau Tung-ping 
présented his report of the resuit 
of his mission in Hongkotig. On 
enquiring from Hon. Mr. RH. 
Kotewall this morning, a Telegraph 
representative was informed that 
Mr. Lau also took with him a 
cordial invitation from tht Chinese 
merchants in Hongkong to all 
Canton merchants and delegates 
who would like.to come here in 
connection with - the negotiations. 
‘Aa a result, Mr. Lau will be accom- 
panied by a number of persons 
representative of the business in- 
terests of Canton when he returns 
to Hongkong to-day.. They are 
expected to arrive here on the 
Honam this afternoon. .

The advertisement was issued 
by a local insurance company and 
it stated that owing to inability to 
inspect damage caused by “recent 
fires, which has resulted in delay 
in paying out the claims to insured 
parties, the latter would be able to 
facilitate the repair of damages, or 
rebuilding of destroyed houses, by 
applying to the azents of the Com- 
pany for verification of the extent 
of the damage, so that claims could 
be forwarded to’ the head office in 
Hongkeng and thus be met. 


Following the appearance of this 
advertisement, the Strike Union 
ordered the various newspapers to 
remove it, which was done, and it 
ig further reported that the person 
who caused the advertisement to be 
inserted has been arrested by the 
Union. 


No reason is given for this 
action on the part of the Union, 
but it is said that the Union officials 
object to any kind of business inter- 
course with Hongkong, although in 
this instance the parties who suffer 
by the Union’s action are Chinese 
residing or doing business in 
Canton. as 


PAWNSHOP ROBBERY. 


WOUNDED MAN CHARGED. 


After being confined in hogpital 
for some three months, with three 
bullet wounds’ in‘his body, a. Chin- 
ese, who is alleged to have partici- 
pated in an armed robbery at a 
pawnshop in Bulkely Street, Hung- 
hom, was formally charged before 
Mr. E. W. Hamilton, at the Kowloon 
Magistracy this'morning, with being 
concerned in the robbery, and, al- 
ternatively, with receiving a por- 
tion of the stolen property. 

The robbery wag committed on 

June 30, by four men, three of 
whom were subsequently arrested 
in araid carried out in the Sham- 
shuipo district two weeks Jater and 
on their appearance at the Criminal 
Sessions two of the men were sen- 
tenced to seven years’ hard labour 
each while the third man was 
acquitted. : : 
. fhe defendant in the present 
case is alleged to have returned 
after the police had made a number 
of arrests during the raid, and, 
after a struggle with u constable 
who was on the premises, the man 
was shot in three places; and later 
removed to hospital, from which he 
was recently discharged. 

Yhe case was fixed for hearing 
at 2.30 p.m, on Friday afterncon.

DETAILS OF AMERICAN 
“PROPOSALS. 


CHINA OBJECTS. - 


Peking, Noy. 3.—On the ground 
that it interferes with Chinese’ do- 
mestie administration, Dr. CT. 
Wang opposed, America’s proposal 
for Chinese tariff autonomy, as In- 
troduced by Mr. John V..A, Mac~ 
Murray, American delegate, at to- 
day’s session of the first sub-com- 
mittee. : 

The American delegate proposed 
that the 2.5 per cent, ad valorem 
gurtax should go into effect from 
February 1, 1926 and that an addi- 
tional 5 per cent. ad valorem surtax 
should be imposed on certain arti-} 
‘cles of luxury from July 1 of the 
same year. The American dele- 
gate, at the same time, proposed, 
substantially, the following plans: 

1. Until the treaty goes Into 
effect, China may levy from‘5 ta 
12.6 per cent. ad. valorem duties 
on imports and from-5 to-7,5 per 
cent, ad valorem on expér‘s. 

2, Maritime .cusoms duties and 


continental frontier customs rutes 
shall be the same. 

3. The increased income, via the 
higher customs rates, shal! be dis- 
posed of, as provided elsewhere in’ 
this treaty. ; 

4. The likin and other sivilar 
systems shall be abclished. 

‘3. The increased revenu? result- 
ing from the raise of the tarilf sates 
shall Be distributed in the districts 
where the likin system is abolished. 

6. If China fails 10 abolish the 
likin system, the taxes shall be ze- 
funded to the ‘taxpayers. é 

7. The increased customs revenue 
shall go partially to make up ‘the 
losses resulting from the abolition 
of the likin, partly for the redem:p- 
tion of ungecured loans and parily 
for Central Governmental adminis- 
tration. , 

8, On fulfilment of the foregoing 
conditions provided in articles 4, 5. 
6, and 7 of this treaty, the restrie- 
tions concerning the Chinese mari- 
time customs provided in the exist- 
ing treaties shall be nullified .on 
January 1, 1929, and replaced hy 
Chinese state tariff rates. 

9. Adequate measures shall be 
tuken to prevent delay in the en- 
forcement of this treaty. 

10. When proposed by more than 
half the number of Powers signa- 
tory to the treaty, prior to January 
1, 1928, it shall be decided whe- 
ther the likin system was abolished 
on May 1,.1928, or not, and a spe- 
ejal conference composed of repre- 
sentatives of the Powers shall be 
called to deliberate’ on matters 
brought up by virtue of this treaty. 
_ At the beginning of to-day’s sea- 
sion, Sir Ronald Macleay, Britislr 
delegate, stated that Britain recog-| 
nized tariff autonomy, but consider- 
ed that the fulfilment of the condi- 
‘tions provided in the Washington 
treaty regarding Ching would be 
the first step towards China’s get- 
ting: it. . : 


The British delegate went on to 


say that when China had fulfilled |: 


these’. conditions, Britain proposed 
to consider proposala which would 
meet the Chinese needs..

GEN. SUN PING REPORTS, 


- Moscow, October 3$1.—General’ 
Sun Ping, head of Marshal Feng 
Yu-hsiang’s mission to Moscow, 
accompanied by General Shao Pao, 
Ce&me! Lu Taung-l, Ho Tsi-kun, 
Yu. Ming-sin and Lao Shi-yueh, 
visited the Military Academy of 
the Red Army while in Moscow, 
and made a dotailed study of the 
methods of ‘instruction «applied, 
particularly in the Oriental 
Faculty. : 

The delegation showed keen in- 
terest in the organisation of the! 
Soviet Navy and the artillery and 
cavalry of the Red Army. 

At-an informal Juncheon that 
was given in honour of the visitors, 
General Sun Ping expressed bis 
admiration for the excellent order 
that prevailed in the sunita of the 
Red Army they had seen, and also 
in the Military Academy. “Study- 
ing the internal Jife of the Red 
Army,” ‘said General Sun, “we 
were deeply impressed by the 
thorough ‘political training which 
the Red Army men. receive in 
addition to thelr military train 
ing.” : 

Tha delegation also attended the 
manoeuvres and firing practice of 
heavy artillery. In conversation 
with a Press correspondent, Gen. 
Sun said that all they had seen in 
Moscow was new and ‘instructive, 
What inpreased -him most, he said, 
was the wide scope of the conatruc- 
tive efforts of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, which, he added, was the 
best friend the people of China 
had. “When . we return to 
Kalgan,” concluded the General, 
“we shall make a detailed report 
of our studies.to Marshal Feng 
Yu-hsiang"—“Tass” (Soviet) News

The 
disastor to the M 1, is but the latest 
of a long string of shocking 
tragedies. The foundering of tha 
8 51 of the United States’ Navy 
is still o vivid recollection, and it 
is only reasonable to ask why we 
should go .on endangering the 
lives of brave naval officers and 
men when, by a’ simple stroke, 
all the nations of tho. 


The handicap 
would be equal all round. It 
will be remembored that when 
the. limitatien of naval arma- 
ments was being discussed at the 
celebrated Washington Confor- 
ence, there was a British proposal 
for the abolition of submarings 
upon which Mr. Arthur Balfour 
(now Earl Balfour) made one of 
his most memorable speeches. 
He very eloquently appealed for 
the scrapping: of all submarines, 
basing his argument on human- 
itarian and pructical considora- 
tions. But the Conference failed 
to find agreement on the matter 
and the submarine was retrined 
as part of o nation's naval equip- 
ment. A gréat chance was lost, 
but it is not too much ta hope 
that a further Opportunity will 
shortly be presented for the inter- 
national discussion. of disarme- 
ment at which tho suggestion 
could again be raised, If there 
is any logic in disarmament at 
all surely there is groator logic 
in tho abolition of purely warlike 
and extromely dangerous craft 
than in the abolition of normal 
ahove-watcr vesecls? Tho answer 
is so obvious, 


German Aid. 


As we pon these lines, the lives 
of nearly seventy men, imprison- 
ed in the submarine MI, might 
be inthe balance. By the time 
this comment gots into print the 
issue might have been decided. 
For the prosent thero is a slight 
hope that the crew are alive, with 
their facilitics for long submer- 
Bence, and it may be that tragedy 
of the most utter kind can yot bo 
averted. What concerns us for 
the moment, howover, is the news 
that a special diving equipment, 
a German invention, is to be 
tried, and that a volunteer crow 
of Germans is being rushed to.
